It was defeated on a 15-to-15 
tie vote. Eighteen affirmative 
votes are needed to pass a bill 
in the Senate.

ure. Senator John W. Noble

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3 INTEGRATION 
APPEALS HEARD 
BY COURT HERE

Appeals in three lawsuits 
arising out of eforts to estab- 
lish racial integration at Cen- 
tral High School in Little Rock, 
Ark., were taken under advise- 
ment by the United States 
Court of Appeals here today 
after completion of oral argu- 
ments. 

Among the final arguments 
was that by Thurgood Marshall, 
general counsel for the Na- 
tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People 
and attorney for Mrs. Thelma 
Aaron and her two children. 
It was the Aaron suit that led 
to a court order for imple- 
mentation of a plan of integra- 
tion by the Little Rock school 
board. Marshall devoted most 
of his argument to refute con- 
tentions that his clients were 
no longer parties to the appeal 
because they had failed to ob- 
serve certain technical require- 
ments 

President Eisenhower's use 
of federal troops last fall to 
enforce the court order admit- 
ting Negro children to the 
school was challenged by coun- 
sel for parties who appealed 
the court action and later in- 
junction against attempts to 
frustrate the order. 

Kenneth Coffelt, attorney 
for Mrs. Margaret Jackson and 
two of her children, who were 
attending the high school then, 
contended that the only federal 
“laws” whose obstruction can 
be met with armed force are 
acts of Congress, not federal 
court decrees. 


Mrs. Jackson sought an in- 
junction to prevent the use of 
federal troops to enforce inte- 
gration on the ground that it 
was an unconstitutional exer- 
cise of Presidential powers. 
United States District Judge 
Ronald N. Davies, then sitting 
at Little Rock, ruled her suit 
did not present a constitutional 
question and dismissed it for 
lack of jurisdiction. 

Coffelt Contention. 

“No American court has ever 
held that a federal court decree 
is a ‘law of the United States,’”’ 


Coffelt told the three-judge 
court 
Coffelt also atiacked the 


finding by Judge Davies that 
the court lacked jurisdiction 
because the petition did not 
state that the matter in contro- 
versy did not involve a sum in 
excess of $3000 


“Who can measure in dollars 


the damage this mother and 
her two children have  suf- 
fered?” Coffelt asked. He also 


denied a Government conten- 
tion that because the children 
voluntarily withdrew from 
Central High the question was 
moot. He said the question 
affected other students pres- 
ently in school and added that 
the Jackson children may want 
to return. 

Government Argument. 

Replying to Coffelt, Donald 
B. MacGuineas, a Department 
of Justice attorney, said the 
President was completely jus- 
tified in sending in the troops 
because the rights of Negro 
children, as defined by court 
decree, were being obstructed. 

He said it was very clear that 
Congress adopted a broad in- 
terpretation of “laws” in au- 
thorizing the President to halt 
their obstruction by use of 
federal troops. Congress did 
not limit those “laws” to the 
strict terminology claimed by 
Coffelt but intended them to 
include both acts of Congress 
and decrees of courts, he said. 

MacGuineas contended the 
statute under which the Presi- 
dent acted is applicable to two 
situations—where there is a 
‘danger of domestic violence 
which cannot be overcome by 
the usual procedures and, sec- 
ondly, where there is an un- 
lewful obstruction to the exe-

Faubus Contention. 


Thomas Harper and Kay L.

Faubus was 
acting pursuant to a_ state 
statute empowering him to call 
out state troops to preserve the 
public peace and that a three- 
judge court was clearly called 
for in the circumstances. 


They also contended that any 
attempt by federal authorities 
to question the discretion and 
judgment of the chief execu- 
tive of a sovereign state when 
he acts in the performance of 
his duties under the constitu- 
tion and laws of his state is 
unconstitutional and void. 

In his reply, MacGuineas 
said a three-judge court was 
not required because the peti- 
tion by the United States Gov- 
ernment to restrain Gov. Fau- 
bus did not allege any state 
statute was unconstitutional, 

As to the contention that 
Gov. Faubus could not be en- 
joined from carrying out the 
laws of his state, MacGuineas 
quoted from a decision by the 
United States Supreme Court 
which stated: “When there is 
a substantial showing that the 
state power has overriden pri- 
vate rights secured by the Fed- 
eral Constitution, the subject 
is necessarily one for judicial 
inquiry in an appropriate pro- 
ceeding directed against the 
individuals charged with the

is by Mrs. Clyde Thomason, a 
fellow member with Mrs. Jack- 
son of the League of Central 
High Mothers.

Kennedy, a member of the | 
Senate Rackets Committee, and | 
chairman of a Senate Labor 
subcommittee, announced that | 
hearings would start before the | 
latter group March 24 on his | 
bill. 
In a speech prepared for the | 
Senate, he said his bill recog- | 
nized that ‘“‘a strong, honest aud | 
responsible” labor movement 
was essential. Its progress, he 
said, should not be undermined | 
by “unnecessarily restrictive | 
legislation or the uncurbed mal- 
practices of a few wrongdoers.” 

For Free Unions. 

He said the measure was 
based on the principle that in- 
ternal union affairs should be 
controlled neither by the Gov- 


' 


ernment nor a few officers, but | 


by the rank and file—fully in- 
formed and free to exercise its 


rights. 

His bill would require that: 

1. Unions file annual, public 
reports containing their. con- 
stitutions and by-laws, dues 
and fees, qualifications and re- 
strictions on membership and 
procedure for electing officers 
and handling other union af- 
fairs. 


réports on assets, liabilities, of- 
ficers’ salaries, receipts and 
expenses, 
$500 to officers or employers 
and loans to employers with 
which the unions do business. 

3. No union could lend more 
than $2500 to any officer or 


employe or make any lean to. 


a business firm in which an 
officer or employe had a fi- 
nancial interest, except those 
with publicly-traded stock. 

4. Unions comply with a set 
of legal ground rules in main- 
taining ‘“trusteeships’” which 
deprive locals of 

Trusteeships would be al- 
lowed only to eliminate cor- 
ruption, insure compliance with 
contracts or 
legitimate union goals. They 
weuld terminate after one year 
unless the union proved that 
an extension was necessary. 

Funds could not be trans- 
fegred from trusteeship locals 
and delegates from them could 
vote in union conventions only 
if elected by secret ballot.

WARSAW, March 11 (AP)— 
A drastic shakeup is on the 
way for Communist-ruled Po- 
land’s state farms, the Agricul- 
ture Ministry has announced. 

More than 2,000,000 acres of 
poor quality land farmed by 
the state will be sold to private 
owners or put under timber. 
Agricultural experts now work- 
ing as ministry officials will be 
sent to run remaining state 
farms at pay rates unusually 
high for Poland. 

The 2,000,000 acres is more 
than a tenth of state farm land. 
Much of the rest will be turned 
over to collectives sharing prof- 
its with the state. State farms, 
unlike collectives, employ regu- 
lar labor at fixed wages. They 
have always had trouble getting 
workers. 

The ministry said the farms 
will be able to choose their 
own schedules and stop trying 
to grow unprofitable products. 
State farms have been grad- 
ually trimmed and reorganized 
in the last two years, but the 
ministry said these moves have 
not produced results.

The City That Can Be 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Despite the unfortunate delay 
caused by the repeated stallings 
on the part of the Terminal Rail- 
road, I am assuming, “as we all 
must,” that the Riverfront Memo- 
rial will become a reality before 
1964 


Since the memorial grounds 
stretch south to Poplar street, I 
predict the center of downtown 
will shift south toward Market 
street, which will be brought into 
sharp focus by the Arch. Chicago 
has its Michigan Boulevard, New 
York its Fifth Avenue, Berlin its 
Unter den Linden, and Paris its 
Champs Elysees. 


St. Louis, unfortunately, lacks a 
street of world renown. Market 
street, in the past frequented by 
the homeless and the underworld, 
possesses a unique and tremendous 
potential to fill that void. 

The dirt will soon fly in the 
Plaza area, and across the street 
a site has been selected for a new 
Federal building, but it is east of 
Twelfth street where a face lifting 
is imperative to make Market a 
world-famous boulevard. 


The American Theater building 
was razed some years ago, and all 
remaining buildings between Mar- 
ket and Chestnut streets from 
Eleventh to Broadway should be 
razed, to create a landscaped mall, 
with the historic Old Courthouse 
on one end ‘and the imposing shaft 
of the Civil Courts on the other. 


Here, amid a gorgeous array of 
fountains, statuary, shrubs and 
ponds, let us erect monuments to 
our city’s founders, to the pioneers 
and explorers identified with its 
history. 

This mall would, in effect, con- 
stitute an extension of the mall 
already in existence between Me- 
morial drive and Fourth street. 
Mindful of the many long-range 
benefits inherent in this concept, 
we need not shed civic tears for 
having to sacrifice a few office 
buildings located in the block, 
bounded by Seventh and Eighth 
streets. They can be replaced on 
a grander scale south of Market. 


This area will undergo a trans- 
formation, which significantly has 
already begun. Congratulations 
are due officials of the Caradine 
Hat Co. for their vision and cour- 
age. The world travelers and tour- 
ists of the future, ascending to the 
observation platform of the Saari- 
nen Arch, will gaze westward to 
view the glittering “Avenue of the 
Gateway to the West,” and carry 
away an indelible impression.

Neither the Republicans nor the Democrats 
want to put Richard M. Nixon in “the driver's 
seat,” and therefore Congress is unlikely to 
act on the question of presidential disability 
this year. That is the opinion of some Wash- 
ington observers. If they are correct, politics 
once more must be charged with forestalling 
an urgently needed clarification of the law 
and Constitution. : 

Unfortunately the effect of President Eisen- 
hower’s understanding with Mr. Nixon seems 
to have been the opposite of what was in- 
tended. Instead of spurring Congress to act, 
it has given Congress an excuse not to act. 
Why get excited if the problem of authorizing 
a Vice President to act during a President’s 
inability has been solved, so far as this Ad- 
ministration is concerned, by the Eisenhower- 
Nixon understanding? 

Speaker Rayburn, for one, denies that the 
problem has been solved, and wé think he is 
right. Attorney General Rogers bases his 
argument for the validity of the understand- 
ing on the contention that it conforms with 
an early verssion of the Constitutional section 
dealing with the problem. The authors of the 
Constitution really intended that a Vice Presi- 
dent should become a temporary Acting Presi- 
dent during a President’s incapacity even 
though the final language does not specifi- 
cally say so, Mr. Rogers holds. Therefore, he 
argues, President Eisenhower and Mr. Nixon 
have legal authority to enter into their under- 
standing to this effect. 

This is an interesting interpretation of his- 
tory, and it might enable Attorney General 
Rogers to win a lawsuit challenging the ar- 
rangement. But would it not be better to 
strengthen the legal defenses of the under- 
standing by congressional action on it now? 

If Congress fails to set up a clear and un- 
equivocal disability procedure applying to this 
Administration, Mr. Nixon’s powers in the 
event of another period of presidential dis- 
ability would remain under a legal cloud even 
though the Attorney General thinks he could 
win a lawsuit concerning them. That very 
fact would create political confusion and 
probably inhibit the Vice President’s use of 
presidential powers. So the odds are that in 
another crisis caused by the President’s ill- 
ness, things would be much the same as they 
were before. The Vice President being reluc- 
tant to take over, the vacuum would be filled 
by White House staff members. 

Politics or no politics, it still seems to us 
urgent that Congress should act to give the 
Vice President undoubted authority. 


The Imperfection of A 


That was a sad little story about the 10- 
year-old boy in Connecticut who left home 
because he had been told to bring back a 
good report card and straight A’s seemed 
“a bad one” to a fifth-grader who had been 
aiming for all A-plusses. Good grades are 
admirable, but so are the qualities of perspec- 
tive and balance. 

An old adage has it that “The best is the 
enemy of the good,” and we would hate to be 
blind to the beauty of every woman because 
she was neither Helen nor Cleopatra—to 
sneer at every sunrise because we had heard 
of a better. 

We sincerely hope that the boy who was 
ashamed of straight A’s will grow up to ap- 
preciate the good and the better right along 
with the best. And from where we sit, that 
straight-A report.looks; mighty A-plus to us, 


To Succeed Mack . 


In less than a week after Richard A. Mack's 
resignation under fire from the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, President Eisenhow- 
er has nominated John S. Cross to fill the 
vacancy. Mr. Cross is assistant chief of the 
division of telecommunications of the State 
Department. He has been with the State De- 
partment since early in the Truman Admin- 
istration and is described as having served in 
the communications field for about 22 years. 

That this background is infinitely better 
than that which ex-Commissioner Mack took 
to the FCC cannot be questioned. Mr. Cross 
obviously knows something about communica: 
tions and his experience would indicate that 
he has chosen it as his career within the 
Federal Government. 

But indications are not good enough, They 
should be established beyond any suggestion 
of doubt by the confirming process. The 
Cross nomination now goes to the Senate. 
Let the Senate subcommittee and the full 
committee in turn give this appointment the 
attention that unfortunately was not given to 
the Mack appointment in 1955—and to too 
many other Eisenhower appointments to the 
regulatory agencies. 


Food Stamps Are Needed Now 


Spreading unemployment and the conse- 
quent increase in the number of Americans 
who actually are going hungry add new rea- 
sons for Congress to adopt the food-stamp 
plan which Representative Leonor Sullivan 
has been advocating for four years. 

Mrs. Sullivan’s plan would help to elimi- 
nate the spectacle of “want, malnutrition, or 
hunger in the midst of mountains of surplus 
food,” as her bill states. Under the plan, the 
Secretary of Agriculture would distribute to 
states, or their political subdivisions, surplus 
food in packaged or other convenient form. 
This would be available not only to persons 
on various public assistance programs, but 
also to those “in need of welfare assistance 
but ineligible because of State or local law.” 
It would be exchanged for food stamps also 
issued by the Secretary. 

The logic of such a utilization of surplus 
food commends itself especially in.a time of 
distress. It could be national’ in scope, and 
more helpful in human terms than the exist- 
ing surplus food distribution program. Under 
this, quantities of food are sent from time to 
time to depots specified by the Department 
of Agriculture. Officials from various parts 
of the country have testified that the cost 
of packaging plus freight charges from the 
depots made it too expensive: 


It goes without saying that to meet the 


present emergency, full advantage should be 
taken of the existing food distribution plan. 
St. Louis certainly should do so, especially 
since a federal food depot is located no far- 
ther away than East St. Louis. 

The food-stamp plan would involve some 
additional shipping, processing and packag- 
ing expenses for the Department of Agricul- 
ture. But these charges would be relatively 
small compared with what the farm price 
support program already is costing the Gov- 


) 


ernment. Surely the extra cost could be 
cheerfully accepted as the price of getting 
food out of warehouses to hungry people. 
The need for an efficient distribution of 
surplus food is so urgent that the Sullivan 
plan should get the “full speed ahead” signal. 


Another Transit Warning 


Once more the flag goes up warning St. 
Louis, that a basic solution of the public 
transit problem must be sought. The Public 
Service Co.’s application for a 25-cent fare 
cannot be answered just by denouncing the 
company. It is, in fact, a well operated and 
relatively efficient transit line. The trouble 
is besic to the nature of the transit industry 
and must be tackled by basic remedies. 

The company. has offered a 10-point pro- 
gram which deserves serious study. Three 
of the 10 points seem to us both desirable 
and practical. They include reserving the 
curb lane on main arteries during rush hours 
for busses; encouraging extension of the 
park-ride principle, and a continuing cam- 
paign—perhaps even led from City Hall— 
to promote transit riding. 

Two others are worth exploring. One would 
permit the company to eliminate parallel and 
duplicating service. The other would permit 
it to establish experimental and promotional 
fare systems at its discretion. These are 
matters over which the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission enjoys jurisdiction. If the 
company has ideas on these subjects it ought 
to present them in precise form to the 
Commission. 

The five other points, however, are not 
likely to be warmly received so long as the 
transit system is a privately-owned profit- 
making enterprise, as John C. Baine, the 
company’s president, frankly acknowledged. 
The company wants to discontinue nonprofit- 
able lines, and it wants to be relieved of the 
alleged “forced subsidy” of school children. 

But the system has to be judged not on 
the basis of individual lines or individual 
operations; the bitter has to be taken with 
the sweet. The company should expect to 
be required to provide needed service on 
some nonprofitable lines. 

Two others of the company’s proposals in- 
evitably raise the question of public owner- 
ship. One is for substantial tax relief, the 
other is for a modernization program involv- 
ing ‘city purchase of new equipment and 
lease-back to the transit operator. If the 
city has to go this far to preserve profit for 
a private firm, public thinking undoubtedly 
would move toward going all the way and 
operating the system as a public agency. 


This question, in fact, is one of many cur: 
rently being examined by the Citizens’ Metro- 
politan Transit Committee of St. Louis and 
St. Louis County. The committee’s report, 
financed by more than $500,000 in grants 
from the city, the county and the state, is 
expected to be ready next August. One sec: 
tion of it will contain an outline of the rela- 
tive advantages and disadvantages of various 
types of transit ownership, including public. 
St. Louis will want this advice before mak- 
ing any final decisions on the transit crisis. 


A Bow to the Girls 


It is hard to believe that a pig-tailed young: 
ster who at the age of 10 joined the Girl 
Scouts in their founding year would now be 
a matron of 56 and probably the grandmother 
of several girls in green uniform or brownies 
at least. Yet so rapidly is the Girl Scout 
movement nearing its half-century birthday. 

Founded in Savannah, Ga., in 1912 by Juli- 
ette Gordon Low, scouting for girls now em- 
braces more than 3,115,000, with 727,000 men 
and women taking part. The enthusiasm with 
which Jewish, Roman Catholic, Protestant and 
other church groups support units is witness 
to the success of the movement. 

St. Louis Girl Scouts and their leaders may 
take a special bow. Only four communities 
in the country have Girl Scout councils with 
memberships larger than the 37,000 in Great- 
er St. Louis. That is a distinction of which 
every mother’s daughter can be proud. 


A Million Classifiers , 


The harmful effects of excessive secrecy 
on American science are once more empha: 
sized by the report of the House Subcommit:- 
tee on Government Information. It makes 
clear that national safety in this nuclear and 
electronic age is not a matter of protecting: 
old secrets but of being first to discover new 
ones and to act upon them. 

The information in the report was elicited 
from such. witnesses as Dr. Harold C. Urey, 
Nobel-prize-winning chemist of the University 
of Chicago; Dr. Lloyd V. Berkner, radar pio- 
neer and president of Associated Universities; 
Dr. Detlev W. Bronk, president of the Na: 
tional Academy of Sciences; Dr. Donald J. 
Hughes, senior physicist at the Brookhaven 
Atomic Laboratory. 

Their testimony revealed how cumbersome 
and silly security measures resulted in the 
compartmentalization of research and the 
prevention of that cross-fertilization of ideas 
on which sciences thrive. A large part of the 
trouble must be due to the million military 
and civilian employes authorized to stamp 
documents as top secret, secret and confi- 
dential. A check might be expected to show 
that most of them suffer from a predilection 
to over-classify, in order to protect them: 
selves from criticism. 

Surely this Government can protect vital 
secrets and at the same time allow scientists 
the freedom they need for creative thinking. 


On the Way to Control 


Federal budget reform has finally passed 
the House after two balks in previous years. 
Though not all the second Hoover commission 
asked, it does establish continuing control 
over long-range appropriations. The Senate, 
to which the measure now goes, would do 
well to accept this measure of change. 

Undoubtedly the annual review of con: 
tracts will involve a great deal of work, as 
opponents .of the bill objected. Both Houses 
therefore should be thinking about means of 
doing it thoroughly enough and expeditiously 
enough. Otherwise the reform in law might 
become, in practice, an empty formality. 
Fully half the job remains to be done, and 
by far the tougher half, after the Senate 
vote, to carry the intent into performance. 
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One of the things this country would seem 
to need is a burglar alarm that will ring when 


the taxpayer is on the verge of being taken.

‘Fair Trade’ Withers on the Vine 


Manufacturers Abandon Price Fixing Allowed by 32 States

“Fatr trade” pricing took another 
jolting blow when Schick, Inc., 
maker of electric shavers and light- 
ers, announced it was dropping its 
fair trade policy and releasing all 
of its dealers from their minimum 
price contracts. 


Earlier, the General Electric Co., 
for long one of the stanchest de- 
fenders of fair trade, had announced 
it was abandoning the policy on its 
small appliances, and Sunbeam 
Corp., another 
bastion of fair 
; trade, followed 
The Mirror suit. Many busi- 

of ness men are pre- 
dicting, the thing 
called fair trade 
is as good as dead. 
Under “fair 
trade,” manufac- 
turers determine the minimum prices 
at which their products can be sold 
at retail in the states having fair 
trade laws. 


At present 32 states have such laws, 
but court decisions of recent years 
—and the nature of the competitive 
system itself—have shot them full of

holes and made them largely unen- 
forceable. The system got its start 
during the depression days of the 
1930s when small businesses were go- 
ing broke by the thousands; the pol- 
icy was designed to protect the small 
storekeeper from cut-throat compe- 
tition by preventing the big stores 
and the chains from selling manu- 
factured goods near or below cost. 
The principal beneficiaries of the 
system have been the small appli- 
ance dealers and the druggists. 


“Fair trade” is in some respects a 
throwback in this day of strict anti- 
trust legislation, because it is frankly 
a price-fixing system designed to re- 
duce competition. Indeed, it was nec- 
essary, when bringing it into being, 
to pass up the Millar-Tydings Act 
exempting manufacturers from anti- 
trust laws in regard to price fixing 
in states whose laws permitted it. 
Most of the states then passed the 
necessary legislation and kept it in 
force until 1951. 

In that year, fair trade suffered 
the first of a series of important set- 
backs: a decision by the Supreme 
Court that the Millar-Tydings Act 
was unconstitutional for goods mov- 
ing in interstate commerce. That de- 
cision voided all state laws on the 
subject, and fair trade was dead un- 


til the following year when Congress 
passed the McGuire Act, permitting 
states to set up fair trade laws again. 

Since then, however, decision after 
decision in the state courts has 
made the fair trade laws almost un- 
enforceable and the manufacturers 
themselves have found them an ex- 
pensive burden. (General Electric is 
reported to have spent $1,000,000 
per year in the last two years en- 
forcing its minimum prices.) 

Fair trade in recent years prob- 
ably has not been much protection 
to the small business man, anyhow, 
since courts have ruled that mail 
order houses in non-fair trade states 
can ship goods into fair trade areas 
at any retail price they choose. In 
such cases, the hometown merchants 
in fair trade states actually are pre- 
vented by the law from competing 
with the big mail order giants. 

The state laws will have no force 
or effect once the manufacturers 
abandon fair trade, for the laws 
themselves are simply permissive. 
Thus it appears that fair trade sim- 
ply will wither on the vine. 

The consumer will not be sorry 
to see fair trade go, for to him it 
means mainly higher prices, and 
business men probably won't be sur- 
prised. 


Moscow Helps Kill a Myth From The Courier-Journal, Louisville 


It is surprising to find the Rus- 
sians publishing a limited edition 
in English of the wartime corre- 
spondence between Stalin, Roosevelt 
and Churchill. 

One fact emerges most strikingly 
from these letters and messages: the 
anger and disillusionment President 
Roosevelt felt toward Stalin in the 
last weeks of his life. They sep- 
arated at Yalta on Feb. 11, 1945. On 
April 12, the President was dead. 
His close associates have told how 
his last weeks were haunted by a 
growing conviction that Stalin would 
break his word on all he had prom- 
ised at Yalta. 

The papers released by Moscow 
prove the point. The proof has never 
become available in this country, 
however, because the papers are 
locked up in our State Department 
under’a top secret stamp. 

On Apri} 1, Roosevelt was writing 
to Stalin in this vein: “So far there 
has been a discouraging lack of 
progress made in the carrying out, 
which the world expects, of the po-

BACKDROP TO TRAGEDY, by Wil- 
liam R. Polk, David Stamler, and 
Edmund Asfour. (Beacon, 398 pgs., 
$4.95.) 


Among the many analyses of the 
Arab-Israeli problem prepared in the 
last three years this emerges as per- 
haps the clearest,.most sharply de- 
lineated, and rewarding study pub- 
lished in the United States.

HOW MUCH EASIER IS MONEY? 


By Sam Dawson 


NEW YORK, March 11 (AP). 


About the only thing the recession is being praised for 
today is that it ended the tight money policy that many com- 
plained was cramping their style. 


From all corners of the 
country, but with the usual | 
regional variations, come these | 
reports: 

“It’s easier 
now to _ find 
money if you 


need to borrow 
than it was at. 
the start of the : 
year. For many % 
kinds of loans ~~ 
the interest % 
charges are 
smaller now 
than just a few 
months back. 
The repayment 
terms on some Sam Dawson 
loans are less burdensome.” 


The movement started in the 
East and has yet to make much 
of a dent in the West Coast's 
anti-inflation policy. 


THE SWITCH FROM TIGHT 
money to easier credit in most 
places is an attempt to cushion 
the slump in manufacturing 
and to pep up home building. 
Almost as a sideline it includes 
perking up consumer borrow- 
ing. But the money managers 
have been moving cautiously. 
They supply a little more 
money aS a weapon against 
recession. But they note that 
prices are sticking to their 
high perch, so they are skittish 
about furnishing too much 
more money lest that start in- 
flation boiling again. 


HOW MUCH EASIER IS 
money now? How does it help 
those wanting loans for a new 
car, a refrigerator, a new 
home, or to run or expand a 
business? The cautious moves 
of the Federal Reserve Board 
have affected chiefly the bus- 
iness borrower. Let’s look at 
these first. The moves: cutting 
the discount rate, lowering 
bank reserve requirements, 


and furnishing more money by 


buying Government securities. 
The effects: short term inter- 


est rates have dropped sharply; | 


bond prices, both Government 
and corporate, have risen and | 
vields fallen; bank charges for 
business loans have — 


| slightly; and the banks can 
Make about three billion dol- 
lars. more in loans than a 
month ago. 

SO FAR AS THE RECES- 
sion goes the results are mixed. 
Total bank loans to business 
_haven’t risen despite the larger 
supply of money and the 
‘Slightly lower rates—demand 
for them is off. But corpora- 
tions as well as the United 
States Treasury are floating 
new securities at lower interest 
rates than a few months back. 
And the Treasury has been 
able to stretch out the federal 
debt a little by finding mar- 
kets for long term bonds. This 
halted the decline in long term 
corporate interest rates and 
for a few days last week money 
was anything but easy for new 
corporate issues. 

THE SHARP DROP IN 
short term interest rates has 
brought the Treasury bill rate 
from 3% per cent to 14 per 
cent in four months. This could 
weaken further the rates that 
/banks charge their business 
customers with the top credit 
rating—what bankers call the 
prime rate. For the individual 
depositor there is a threat to 
this. If the banks get less for 
their loans, there’s little chance 
of any further increase in the 
interest they will pay on sav- 
ings accounts. If anything 
théy’re more likely to lower it. 

THE FEDERAL RESERVE 
moves have had two aims: to 
brake the recession in so far 
as tight money might be 
‘cramping business activity. 
There are few signs yet that 
this has had much effect. To 
furnish the base for a quick 
pickup when business activity 
starts up again of its own ac- 
cord or from other stimulants. 
Bankers think this aim will be 
the chief producer of results. 

When business again is ready 
to expand, the greater availa- 
bility of credit and the lower 
costs of borrowing could be 
a major factor in making up 
| executives’ minds and starting 
\things rolling.

For Summit Talks 


PARIS, March 11. 

WHILE THE BIG FOUR—the United States, Russia, 
France and Great Britain—are still arguing over the details 
of a symmit conference, the Little Four, or to be exact the 
Littlest Four—Andorra, Liechtenstein, Monaco and San 
Marino—have agreed to 
a summit conference of 
their own, which will be 
held in October. The pur- 
pose of the meeting is to 
discuss world peace and 
its effect.on the tourist 
trade. 

The conference was ar- 
ranged without any diffi- 
culty, and no prelimi- 
naries had to be dis- 
cussed among foreign 
ministers and ambassa- 
dors, for the simple rea- 
son that none of these 
countries has any. 

Taking them in alpha- 
betical order, Andorra 
has an area of 191 square 
miles and a population of 
5231. Sheep-raising is the 
major industry, and An- 
dorra is also considered 
by some a smuggler’s paradise. The natives speak Catalan. 

Liechtenstein is only 62 square miles, but is populated 
by 13,571 people. It is a tax-free haven for people all over

The main thing all the Little Four have in 
common ig their ability te print postage stamps. 
They are, in fact, so jealous about their postage 
stamp industries that all the arrangements for the 
conference were made by telephone. 


Alex Kendrick, a CBS correspondent in London spe- 
cializing in Little Four politics, revealed to us that the 
Little Four agenda has not been set definitely, though there 
has been some agreement as to what the heads of state 
would not discuss. 

“Liechtenstein, for example,” Mr. Kendrick cabled us, 
“a tax haven, would not care to see international tax in- 
spection on the agenda, but might, on the other hand, press 
for a general anti-smuggling convention. 

“Andorra would rather not talk about smuggling and 
instead concentrate on thermo-gambling experiments, while 
Monaco, which owns a casino, would unquestionably raise 
the issue of internal subversion. San Marino, which re- 
cently had a coup d’etat—small one, of course—would like 
to discuss a neutral tax-free zone, something Liechtenstein 
would never agree to. Monaco is backing Liechtenstein all 
the way.” 


Besides world peace, it is expected that the 
question of standardizing postcards will be brought 
up. Monaco recently has been putting out giant- 
sized postcards showing Prince Ranier and Princess 
Grace, and the other three countries have not been 
able to compete. Andorra is working on a larger 
postcard. but since it has no prince or princess, it 
will have to print a picture of sheep, San Marino 
feels larger postcards mean larger stamps, end, 
economically speaking, San Marino cannot afford 
to print larger stamps at the moment. Liechten- 
stein is snowed in for the winter. 


Other matters on the agenda may be a discussion of a 
common market for souvenir ashtrays and letter openers 
and an exchange of information on the latest developments 
in key chains. 


LIECHTENSTEIN HAS two false-teeth factories, and 
Andorra, which is short on false teeth but long on wool, 
may try to make a barter deal. San Marino is landlocked 
and may try to persuade Monaco to give it a naval base. 

In exchange, San Marino will agree to defend Monaco 
in case it is ever attacked by Rhode Island. 

But the important thing is that four countries, no mat- 
ter what four countries, have agreed to sit down and talk 
to each other. It has brought a reaction of relief and en- 
couragement to the rest of Europe—relief that somebody 
else has: agreed to sit: down with somebody else and en- 
couragement that the talks may be an example for the 
major powers. If four countries with such divergent gov- 
ernments, cultures and languages as Andorra, Liechtenstein, 
Monaco and San Marino can resolve their differences across 


a conference table, it will be a great lesson for all of us.

THE DINNER was ready and 
the Apostles moved toward the 
tables.

deuce of hearts and declarer 
put on dummy’s king and 
trumped East’s ace.

The Disagreeable Facts of Life 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


CHICAGO, March 11. 

THERE IS a column by Jo- 
seph Alsop that appeared in 
last Friday’s Post-Dispatch and 
which gives us, I think, a very 
good description of the way 
the British people are reacting 
to the world situation at the 
present time. I think it is im- 
portant that all of us should 
understand this situation be- 
cause in the past it has always 
been true that in a crisis Great 
Britain and the United States 
stand together, and for a long 
time Great Britain had the 
major responsibility. Now the 
responsibility has shifted very 
largely to us, because we have 
had to assume the responsibil- 
ity for any real action that must 
be taken in the world. 

Great Britain now wants to 
talk with the Soviet Union and 
because she longs to believe 
that things have changed in the 
Soviet Union under Khrush- 
chev. She is doing her best to 
accept the idea herself and to 
get the rest of the world to 
accept it. The reason there was 
such disapproval of Selwyn 
Lloyd’s speech, says Joseph Al- 


sop, is the fact that Lloyd 
would not look hopefully on 
the situation between the So- 
viets and the Western world 
but kept saying that the situa- 
tion was just where it always 
had been. This the majority 
of people in Britain do not 
want to beiieve. 


They want to talk with Rus- 
sia because they don’t feel able 
to do anything else. We don't 
want to talk because we still 
feel able to do other things. 


As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, I think we know quite 
well that we can only actually 
use war if we are prepared 
to face annihilation. I can 
imagine certain situations in 
which many of us would feel 
that annihilation was prefer- 
able to being subjected to 
alien rule, but I doubt that 
such a situation actually could 
be faced by our people as 
yet. 

Even though Sputnik did a 
good deal to wake up our 
people to the fact that the 
world is not the comfortable 
one they have lived in tm the 
past, but a very dangerous 
world, still they are able to 


put that thought out of their 
minds so that as they go 
about their daily tasks they 
are able to forget it. 


It doesn’t help matters be- 
tween the British and our- 
selves that we apparently are 
not ready to accept any sug- 
gestion made by the Soviets 
for the next summit meeting. 
I think it is well for us to 
prepare to hold these confer- 
ences, even though a great 
deal may not come out of 
them. But I would like to see 
a team of people chosen to go 
who by their past experience 
have proved themselves to be 
good negotiators; who do not 
just stand pat but who know 
how to give a little and how 
to push their adversary into 
the position where it- seems 
wiser for him to give a little. 


We might find a labor 
leader or two, an industrial- 
ist, a college professor, as 
well as our top politicians 
who have experience in ne- 
gotiation and might serve us 
well. I would hope we would 
not leave this very import- 
ant meeting just to our 
political leaders.
